ARCATA — The Planning Commission has given final 
review to the city’s draft Gateway Code. Last week, the 
City Council set a special May 29 meeting to possibly 
certify the plan’s Environmental Impact Report, adopt 
the code, adopt the Gateway Area Plan (GAP), adopt the 
General Plan 2045 (GP2045.), and while they're at it, 
discuss the FY 24/25 budget. 

The Gateway Code sets standards and requirements 
for implementing the GAP, which is an element of the 
GP2045. Community Development Director David Loya 
said that along with typo cleanup, late changes were 
made to reconcile building frontage requirements.

Cal Poly campus closed as reaction roars

CAL POLY CAMPUS — One week 
after a crescendo of protest activity 
at Cal Poly Humboldt, as the Siemens 


Hall occupation ended and the Quad 
roared with fiery speeches and chants, 


the campus was all but silent. 

With the protest having migrated 
to Eureka, rented cyclone fences sur- 
rounded the core of the closed cam- 
pus, with police vehicles posted at 


key entrances as work crews scraped 
away the debris and reversed damage 


to buildings.

The clearing of protesters and 
campus closure set off a broad, nega-

Sus item causes airport 
security shutdown 


County oF HUMBOLDT 

McKINLEYVILLE - 
The terminal and security 
checkpoint at the California 
Redwood Coast Humboldt 
County Airport (ACV) were 
closed at approximately 
3:45 p.m. Wednesday, May 
1, due to a security concern 
related to a suspicious item 
in a passenger’s luggage. 

This temporary closure 
was in place out of caution 
while Transportation Secu- 
rity Administration (TSA) 
agents and the Humboldt 
County Sheriffs Office in- 
vestigated the issue. 

Safety is ACV’s first pri- 
ority. While the investiga- 
tion was conducted the air- 
port airfield (runways and 
taxiways) remained open 
as a safety buffer was estab- 
lished. 

There was one airline de- 


lay as a result of this matter. 

At approximately 7:30 
p.m. the Humboldt County 
Sheriffs Office determined 
that the suspicious item 
was cleared and there is no 
cause for further concern. 
The terminal and security 
checkpoint reopened at 7:45 
p.m.

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a key player in effecting that and its director, Scott Adair, 
said there’s been thought about “what the business commu- 
nity is going to need, if offshore wind energy does come to 
fruition, to engage and participate in this industry.” 

Collaboration has included the Humboldt Builders Ex- 
change, which represents contractors and construction-re- 
lated workers and companies. 

“We identified that of the components or sub-components 
that would typically go inside of a turbine, today there are 30 
or more components that a Humboldt County business could 
either manufacture, install or service,” said Adair. 

Adair said meetings with business development groups, 
including the Small Business Development Center of North- 
ern California, Cal Poly Humboldt and the Redwood Region 
Economic Development Commission, took place. 

Those discussions shaped the Windlink Initiative. 

It aims to link local companies with the “education, re- 
sources, access to capital, networking opportunities, tech- 
nical assistance, training, etcetera, that they might need in 
order to engage in the wind industry,” Adair said. 

The county is also working with the Oceantic Network, 
which Adair described as an “international offshore wind 
trade alliance,” and the California Manufacturing and Tech- 
nology Consulting firm. 

Asked for more detail on funding, Adair said the initial 
phase of the effort is entirely grant-funded. The subsequent 
effort to raise capital and other forms of assistance will in- 
clude searching for additional grant funding. 
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at “various locations” in the Humboldt 
region and beyond, according to the 
university. (See more below.) 

The occupation, which began on 
Monday, April 22, came to an end in the 
wee hours of Tuesday, April 30 after po- 
lice arrested protesters and cleared the 
campus. 

“The university can confirm that Uni- 
versity Police have arrested 32 individ- 
uals since the early morning operation 
by law enforcement. Of those arrested, 
13 are students, 1 is a faculty member, 
and 18 are non-students. The operation 
was conducted without incident and no 
reported injuries,” states a press release 
issued later that day by the university. 
“Facilities teams are working to clear 
Siemens Hall and Nelson Hall East of 
garbage, and are beginning to paint 
over graffiti on the exterior of vandal- 
ized buildings as University Police con- 
tinue to assess the scope of the damage. 

‘Can never happen again’ 

On Wednesday, the university is- 
sued a statement signed by Cal Poly 
Humboldt President Tom Jackson Jr. 
along with eight other higher-ups at the 
school. 

“As we all come to terms with the re- 
cent events on campus, it is important 
to recognize the emotional impact they 
have taken on us, individually and col- 
lectively. We want to acknowledge that 
this has been an extremely challenging 
week for Cal Poly Humboldt. We are 
hurting within our campus community 
and beyond, and we have much work in 
front of us to reset, rebuild, and heal. 
This will take time. We will do this to- 
gether,” states the letter. “The unlawful 
actions that took place this past week 
stand in contrast to our values and 
beliefs—and can never happen again. 
We unequivocally support the rights 
of students and others to assemble 
peacefully, to protest, and to have their 
voices heard. We must also recognize 
the difference between free speech and 
unlawful activities that put others and 
protesters themselves at risk. This is 
something we simply cannot tolerate. 
As we call for peace, we must all prac- 
tice it.” 

Union condemns response 

A union representing faculty at the 
school condemned the university’s re- 
sponse. The following is a press release 
from the union: 

The Cal Poly Humboldt Chap- 
ter of the California Faculty Associ- 
ation (CFA), a labor union that rep- 


resents teaching, counseling, library, 
and coaching faculty of the California 
State University System, condemn last 
night’s actions of Cal Poly Humboldt 
(CPH) Administration as yet another 
dangerous escalation of their response 
to a peaceful campus demonstration. 

Just after 9:30 pm, Monday, April 29th, 
a multi-agency force of law enforcement 
descended on campus. For over 5 hours 
law enforcement threatened the use of 
chemical agents and kinetic projectiles 
via loudspeaker to disperse the crowd 
gathered on the quad. At approximately 
3:30am law enforcement began to arrest 
peaceful student and faculty protesters 
sitting in a circle. At least one member of 
the press was arrested. 

CFA Humboldt strongly condemns 
the use of law enforcement to clear the 
quad. Over the course of the last week, 
student protesters have continued to 
ask for negotiations with CPH admin- 
istration, in order to have a peaceful 
resolution to the protest. These are the 
actions of conscientious individuals 
working to end a genocide, not the ac- 
tions of criminals as President Jackson 
and Sherriff Honsal repeatedly called 
the student-protestors. 

University communications describe 
this morning’s law enforcement action 
as “necessary to restore order and to 
address the lawlessness and danger- 
ous conditions that had developed,” 
though, the only danger was that im- 
posed by the threat of police action. 
The statement further minimized the 
students’ brave actions to bring light to 
ongoing genocide by calling the sit-in 
a criminal activity and not free-expres- 
sion or protest. 

As these protests grow in number 
across the United States and across 
the world, underscoring the collective 
will and power of student organizing, 
one truth included in the statement is 
that administration feared this pro- 
test would encourage more students 
to think of the university as their own. 
Even now, there is a hard closure in 
place and residents on campus are di- 
rected to “NOT walk across campus.” 

The environment of fear that the 
threat of police violence created has re- 
verberated across campus and contin- 
ues even now. All students were afraid 
to move freely about the campus, not 
because of protestors, but because of 
the threat of police action, including 
arrest. The alert to shelter in place that 
went out at 3:00 and 4:06am stressed 
that due to a level of increased crimi- 


nal activity, it was dangerous to be on 
campus. But the protesters did the same 
thing they had been doing for a week: 
making signs, sharing music, praying, 
chanting in support of Palestine. The 
only difference this time was the im- 
pending police action - that is what 
made campus dangerous in the early 
hours of this morning. 

CFA Humboldt demand the follow- 
ing: 

e Immediate release of all students 
and faculty arrested last night. 

e Immediately reinstate any stu- 
dents suspended due to participation 
in the protests 

¢ No academic sanctions for partici- 
pants of the protest over the last week. 

¢ Barriers to Campus need to be im- 
mediately removed and campus needs 
to be reopened. All members of the 
university community need access to 
campus. 

President Jackson must _ release 
a statement calling for a immediate 
ceasefire, taking note of College of the 
Redwoods President Keith Flamer’s 
statement to President Joe Biden 

Accountability from administra- 
tion whose negotiations with students 
led students to believe there would be 
meaningful action on their conscien- 
tious demands 

The actions over the last week by 
CPH administration have eroded the 
trust of faculty, staff, students, and the 
larger Humboldt community. The cam- 
pus community cannot begin to heal 
until our demands are met.

Senate President pro Tempore Mike 
McGuire (D-North Coast) and Assem- 
bly Speaker pro Tempore Jim Wood 
(D-Healdsburg) released a statement call- 
ing for calm and dialogue. (see page 6).

In addition, critical reaction to the CPH 
administration’s response was logged 
by more faculty and staff members, area 
Jewish leaders (see pages 6 and 7) and, in 
a communique received too late for print 
publication, the American Civil Liberties 
Union (see madriverunion.com). 

Graduation plans 

Cal Poly Humboldt issued a news 
release on Friday, May 3 outlining re- 
vized plans for graduation ceremonies 
at off-campus locations, including the 
Blue Lake Casino Sapphire Palace, 
Eureka Theater and the Eureka High 
School Auditorium. 
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didn’t call for monitoring of 
each watershed but that was 
disputed during a public com- 
ment period by Mark Thur- 
mond, one of the leading pro- 
ponents of the failed Measure 
A ballot measure that proposed 
new cannabis regulation. 

“It’s in there — to mitigate 
impacts,” he said, adding 
that the monitoring would 
be done in collaboration 
with state agencies. 

The subsequent water- 
shed caps are too broad to 
be effective, Thurmond con- 
tinued, as analysis needs to 
be honed to specific water- 
courses and aquifers. 

Other public comment- 
ers also said more data is 
needed beyond permitting 
levels and caps. 

Scott Bauer of the Cali- 
fornia Department of Fish 
and Wildlife said his agen- 
cy “worked hard” with the 
county in setting the caps. 
But he added that even if 
cannabis cultivation is be- 
low them, there could be 
impacts in spots. 

“The issue really is mon- 
itoring and I'll be the first to 
admit, I think the agencies, 
the county — we haven't 
done enough of that,” he 
said. “And when I say mon- 
itoring, I mean looking at 
localized impacts.” 

Several cannabis farm- 
ers also spoke during public 
comment. They said canna- 
bis is being “scapegoated” 
while the impacts of other 
agriculture and residential 
activities are below the ra- 
dar of public debate. 

Ford had reported that 
there are about 1,400 fewer 
properties being cultivated 
now than in 2016 and the num- 
ber is likely to rise. Applica- 
tions for new cannabis farming 
have been minimal, with Ford 
saying there has only been a 
handful in the last two years. 

Ross Gordon of the Hum- 
boldt Growers Alliance said 
there’s no longer a “green 
rush” and rather, there’s a 
“green exodus.” 


Monitoring 


And cannabis farmer 
Indy Riggs said cultivation 
impacts are well-managed 
in the post-legalization era. 

“The fact is that regu- 
lation and compliance has 
cleaned up cannabis and has 
drastically reduced all neg- 
ative impacts on the envi- 
ronment, on noise and light 
pollution,” he continued. 

When the county set 
the watershed caps, it also 
called for annual public 
hearings on the permitting, 
acreage and enforcement 
actions in each watershed. 

Those hearings haven’t 
been held, presumably be- 
cause cannabis permitting 
and acreage have only ac- 
counted for about 30 per- 
cent of the total permitting 
and acreage maximums. 

Asked if the county needs 
to make changes, Ford said 
he’s not seeing “anything 
pressing now.” 

Another factor  offset- 
ting impacts is revocation 
of existing permits due to 
non-payment of Measure S 
cannabis excise taxes. Su- 
pervisors voted to revisit the 
cannabis scenario in 2025, 
when the scale of revoca- 
tions will be known. 

The meeting was ad- 
journed in memory of well- 
known Southern Humboldt 
attorney Ed Denson, who 
died on April 12. 

Supervisor Michelle Bush- 
nell recounted Denson’s life 
and work as a music produc- 
er, KMUD radio host and civ- 
il rights advocate. 

“He really cared about 
people and people’s rights, 
and won more (legal cases) 
than he lost,” she said. “He 
will definitely be missed 
in the Southern Humboldt 
area and throughout Hum- 
boldt County.” 

Denson’s legal work in- 
cluded challenges to some of 
the county’s cannabis-related 
enforcement actions. Board 
Chair Rex Bohn said Denson 
was dedicated to “helping out 
the small independent farm- 
ers when they got in trouble.”

Response to an Community 
Event with Extreme Anti- 
Zionist Bias in Which Three 
Speakers Expressed Solidarity 
with Student Protests 

As I witness the fervent student 
protests echoing across campus- 
es nationwide and particularly in 
my hometown, I’m reminded of 
my own youthful days, when I too 
marched passionately for peace. 
My commitment to peace has been 
ingrained in me, emanating from 
the depths of my heart and ex- 
tending outward, seeking to mend 
shared wounds and _ construct 
bridges between people; no barri- 
ers, no walls. 

I have been devoted to peace all 
my life. 

Being an activist is my self ex- 
pression. I believe strongly in the 
ability of grassroots movements 
and peaceful protest to change the 
world, and to create meaningful 
change for the next generations. 

Growing up in Israel, my activ- 
ism was born from liberal ideas 
and the traditional Jewish source - 
the Torah. The Torah teaches: 

“Her ways are pleasant ways, 

and all her paths peaceful 
She is a tree of life to those 
who grasp her, 

And whoever holds on to her 

is happy.” 
— Proverbs 3:18 

This verse has always spoken to 
me. The life of a person who choos- 
es to walk in a pleasant, humble 
way will be sweetened and happy. 

Embracing this guidance, I fo- 
cused my activism on preventing 
religious coercion and promoting 
religious pluralism. My personal 
mission was both conserving na- 
ture and promoting peace with my 
Arab neighbors. However, the pre- 
dominant issue of the Israel-Pal- 
estine conflict now commands my 
attention, urging me to explore 
avenues for de-escalation and sus- 
tainable solutions. 

While living in Israel, I demon- 
strated against the occupation 
(and the Nation-State Law declar- 
ing Israel officially a Jewish state) 
and worked for Jewish-Palestinian 
partnership within Israel’s borders 
since long before the current ex- 
tremist right-wing Israeli govern- 
ment was elected. 

My form of protest was being 
a very active member of Shalom 
Achshav (Peace Now), the Meretz 
Political Party, and the Movement 
for Quality Government. 

Over the years, even when I 
moved to the U.S., I have kept and 
maintained strong relationships 
with my Palestinian friends. They 
came to visit me and my family in 
the U.S. and my kids made friends 
with their kids. 

Our friendship has grown de- 
spite the pain and sorrow of our 
shared multigenerational trauma. 
I nurtured our enduring relation- 
ships, fostering bonds that tran- 
scend our complicated collective 
history. 


My (American) husband got to 
know me as a pro-Palestinian Is- 
raeli and we have been raising our 
kids to love people for who they 
are, and to work hard to pursue 
peace.

Today, I support Standing To- 
gether, a movement of Palestin- 
ian-Israelis and Jewish-Israelis 
working in complete partnership 
towards an end to the occupation, 
towards Palestinian self-determi- 
nation and a more equal, just, and 
peaceful society within Israel. I am 
involved in and endorse a variety 
of groups and organizations com- 
mitted to a vision of peace, justice 
and equality for all people on the 
land from the “River to the Sea.” 

I remain active in these groups 
even after Hamas’ brutal attack 
on Oct. 7. If I were in Israel right 
now, I would be out on the streets 
calling for a mutual ceasefire and 
a return of all the hostages (many 
of whom it seems are tragically no 
longer alive), for the resignation of 
Israeli government officials, early 
elections, as well as advocating for 
Hamas’s removal from power. 

However, amidst the student 
protests, I find myself grappling 
with conflicting emotions. While 
I staunchly support Palestinian 
rights, I also champion Jewish 
rights and denounce any rhetoric 
that espouses violence or bigotry. 

As an activist and follower of 
nonviolent communication, I ask 
myself, “Should I support student 
protests?” After all, they portray 
themselves as pro-Palestinian. 

But I am also pro-Jew. 

And when they chant, “There is 
only one solution, intifada revolu- 
tion!” and “From the River to the 
Sea, Palestine will be free!,” these 
protestors are not calling, as I and 
my Palestinian-Israeli friends are, 
for peace, justice and equality for 
all humans within those borders. 
They are calling for the violent de- 
struction of the country where I 
grew up, and the murder of its cit- 
izens, my family and friends — in- 
cluding the Palestinian ones. 

AS we saw on Oct. 7, Hamas has 
no more sympathy for Israelis who 
are Muslim, Druze, Bedouin as it 
does for Jews. 

When they scream, “We are 
Hamas!” they are legitimizing the 
kidnapping, raping and killing of 
innocent civilians, including chil- 
dren, women and seniors who were 
massacred, and women raped in 
captivity (according to eyewitness 
accounts from hostages who were 
freed). 

Even my Palestinian-Israe- 
li friends strongly condemned 
Hamas’ attack on Oct. 7 and say 
Hamas is terrible for the Palestin- 


ian people. 

“Say it loud and say it clear, we 
don’t want no Zionists here!” The 
people yelling these words are fo- 
menting violence against, and si- 
lencing other students. 

If Jewish/Zionist students dis- 
agree with them, does that mean 
they have no right to inhabit the 
shared campus — or even to live? 
Do they think I, an activist in the 
struggle for peace and equality 
for all peoples in Israel-Palestine, 
have a right to live? 

Make no mistake; I have no 
problem with the keffiyehs they 
wear or the Palestinian flags they 
wave. But why am I afraid to wear 
my Israeli flag on my body? Is na- 
tionalist self-determination good 
for Palestinians and not Jews?

Why do I have to hear, “Go back 


to Poland,” or “Go back to Brook- 
lyn?” Why is living in the Diaspo- 
ra good for Jews and not Pales- 
tinians? And why do Palestinians 
have a right to live in security, but 
Jews do not? Unlike many, I do not 
even consider myself a nationalist. 
But I do believe in people’s right to 
live in safety, and I do not believe 
in double standards. 

While I am advocating for Pal- 
estinian rights, I also advocate for 
Jewish rights. While I march for 
a ceasefire, I also march with the 
families of the hostages of the Oct. 
7 massacre. There are those who 
deny it happened, which is abso- 
lutely horrifying. 

As an Israeli expatriate, I am 
proud to protest many of my gov- 
ernment’s policies now and in the 
past. I am part of a big movement 
launched by many Israelis to sup- 
port democracy in Israel. 

We call the world’s Jewry to 
come together and preserve the 
identity of Israel as the home to all 
of its inhabitants. I often go to the 
Bay Area to protest with my chap- 
ter of this movement. 

I do not understand why the Is- 
raeli government and Jewish peo- 
ple everywhere are questioned by 
the world regarding the necessary, 
but tragic moral gray areas that are 
part of defending a country. The 
right to self defense of any other 
country is accepted. Why is it not 
when the majority are Jews? 

Furthermore, why is __Is- 
rael questioned for being an 
ethnostate, when there are so 
many Islamic states? And these 
Islamic states expelled Jews with- 
out any notice, from Algeria, Mo- 
rocco, Iraq, and Iran for example 
(not to mention the many nations 
Jews have been expelled from 
throughout our history). 

While anti-Zionist protesters and 
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supporters in the U.S. demand that 
we be sacrificial lambs, they inhabit 
and benefit from a country unequiv- 
ocally acquired through colonialism 
and grown through slavery. This is 
not the case with Jews in Israel (al- 
though the British may have had co- 
lonialist aspirations by being there), 
even if many agenda-driven pseu- 
do-historians try to convince igno- 
rant students that it is. 

I admit that Israel is not per- 
fect, of course (what country is?). 
I am outraged at the Jewish-su- 
premacist, messianic, theocratic, 
anti-democratic direction it seems 
my country is currently headed. 
But the answer is to try and change 
that direction, not call for the 
country’s destruction. 

I understand and relate to the 
show of solidarity with the Pales- 
tinians in Gaza. The situation there 
is heartbreaking and devastating. 
My friends who know me (and are 
still willing to speak to me) know 
that I acknowledge the tragedy 
that is taking place there. 

But there is a catastrophe in Is- 
rael too. The scale is just different 
for a variety of reasons that are just 
as much the fault of Palestinian 
leadership as Israeli. 

Political leadership on both 
sides are using their people as 
pawns in this bloody conflict. It 
must end. They must agree on 
a political solution, and we, the 
grassroots from both nations, must 
demand this.

If American protesters want to 
demand something, demand a res- 
olution of the conflict and peace in 
the region, not the annihilation of 
one side. As has been often stat- 
ed — there was a ceasefire in place 
on Oct. 6. What did not exist was 
a political direction from either the 
Israeli or Palestinian leadership to 
achieve a long-lasting peace. 

The situation there is so much 
more complex than “pro-Palestin- 
ian” protesters care to understand. 
There is a bloody conflict going on, 
with people suffering and dying 
on both sides in brutal ways, not 
just in the past months, but for the 
past century. One who studies the 
history, and the present, will know 
that both sides are culpable and 
responsible for the conflict and its 
resolution. 

To the student activists, know 
that I also question the concept of 
Zionism. I grew up on the Zionist 
narrative. But when I discovered I 
had been told only part of the sto- 
ry, my answer was not to believe 
the Palestinian narrative over the 


Zionist one — because it, too, is 
only part of the story. 

The answer is to acknowledge 
both stories and both people’s suf- 
fering and try to find a way to con- 
tain it, and everyone’s humanity at 
the same time. 

My ideal is for us to all live in 
peace and dignity on the land 
“from the River to the Sea.” That 
means two states, with perhaps, 
down the line, more open borders 
and cooperation — if we do the 
work to reconcile and heal. That 
is what my Zionism is about, not 
Jewish supremacy or theocracy. 
It is about having a safe place for 
Jews to live, but not at the ex- 
pense of another nation. And so 
my dream is making a place that is 
safe for everyone. 

This means as a pro-Jew and 
pro-Palestinian activist, I would 
not join these violent student pro- 
tests. Now I know I do not have to 
choose sides, or even have to buy 
into the idea of “sides.” This is a 
battle between those who support 
violence and an all-or-nothing ap- 
proach to this conflict, and those 
who want to find a way for us to all 
win by sharing this land. 

As I navigate these complex 
issues, I am driven by a singular 
aspiration: to cultivate a future 
where all inhabitants of the re- 
gion can coexist harmoniously. 
This necessitates acknowledging 
the suffering of both Palestinians 
and Jews, while actively working 
towards reconciliation and mutual 
understanding. 

To my friends in town, I would 
say that it saddens me deeply that 
most protesters are choosing — 
perhaps out of blatant Jew-hatred 
that is hard to admit — the way of 
violence and hate instead of coop- 
eration and mutual understanding. 

There are real people living and 
suffering in a very real place that I 
proudly call home. All that I have 
written above is not a theoretical 
idea, or an intellectual game. 

My alliance is to the Palestin- 
ians and Jews who are working to- 
gether tirelessly to make our vision 
of peace and equality a reality. To- 
gether we are seeking to recognize 
that true progress stems from col- 
laborative efforts rooted in com- 
passion and empathy.

To those who seek genuine 
peace in the region, I extend an in- 
vitation to join in promoting peace 
in that land. Please support those 
who work unceasingly towards a 
collaborative peace agreement, be- 
cause the violence on campuses, 
and consistent spread of hate, un- 
dermines our efforts.

Collective demand for immediate removal and termination 
of President Tom Jackson and Chief of Staff Mark Johnson 
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We write this on Monday, April 
29 at 11:42 as a preamble to the letter 
below that we are sharing on behalf 
of 320 staff and faculty members at 
Cal Poly Humboldt. 

The campus community is in sup- 
port of a non-violent resolution to 
the current situation on our campus. 
We are committed to keeping stu- 
dents from harm. Everyone is con- 
cerned for the safety of our students, 
including all students still engaged 
in the protest on campus. 

Faculty and staff don’t agree on 
everything. As per the signatories 
below, what we do agree on is that 
Tom Jackson and Mark Johnson 
have demonstrated that they do not 
align with our values and repeat- 
ed calls for peaceful resolution, and 
they should not be engaged in any 
additional decisions regarding the 
situation on campus. Their decisions 
have only escalated the situation and 
created unsafe conditions for all of 
our students. 

The letter below, which demands 
immediate termination of Tom Jack- 
son and Mark Johnson is only one of 
our current priorities and avenues 
in regard to exploring all possible 
non-violent resolutions. 

e, the faculty and staff of Cal 
Poly Humboldt, urgently de- 
mand the immediate removal and 
termination of President Tom Jack- 
son and Chief of Staff Mark A. John- 


son from their positions at our insti- 
tution. Their repeatedly extreme and 
reckless actions in response to recent 
campus protests have systematically 
endangered students, staff and fac- 
ulty, undermined the principles of 
shared governance and shattered any 
remaining trust in their leadership. 

President Jackson’s and Chief of 
Staff Johnson’s decision to deploy 
law enforcement against student 
demonstrators on April 22, 2024 
resulted in direct physical harm to 
members of our campus commu- 
nity. The president’s decisions to 
bring in law enforcement, before 
even attempting to communicate 
with student protestors, followed by 
the “hard campus closure” on April 
27, 2024 has intensified rather than 
de-escalated the situation. 

The president has not communi- 
cated with members of the campus 
community, including faculty and 
staff, at any point since April 22. 
Jackson’s and Johnson’s permis- 
sion for excessive use of police force, 
coupled with a complete absence of 
consultation with us, and Jackson’s 
repeated avoidance of communica- 
tion and visible leadership since his 
hire, demonstrate a disregard for the 
safety of our students, disrespect for 
faculty and staff, and an alarming

tion’s persistent lack of transparency 
throughout this crisis has eroded our 
ability to function as a collaborative 
academic institution. Decisions af- 
fecting the entire university have 
been made without any input from 
shared governance bodies. This uni- 
lateral approach renders meaningful 
dialogue and problem-solving im- 
possible. 

The faculty’s overwhelming vote of 
no-confidence in President Jackson 
on April 25th underscores the gravity 
of this situation. Vote tally out of 203 
present voters was 193 affirmative, 3 
nos, and 7 abstentions. We have lost 
faith in President Jackson and Chief 
of Staff Johnson’s ability to lead Cal 
Poly Humboldt with integrity, fore- 
sight or concern for the well-being of 
our learning community. 

We demand President Tom Jack- 
son and Chief of Staff Mark John- 
son’s immediate removal to restore 
the principles of shared governance, 
transparency, and _ accountability 
that are essential for Cal Poly Hum- 
boldt and the California State Uni- 
versity system to thrive.

(D-Healdsburg) released the following statement regarding the pro- 
test at Cal Poly Humboldt: 

“This has been an extremely challenging week 
in Humboldt. Protesting peacefully in America 
is a fundamental, Constitutional right — it’s what 
our nation is about and, let’s be candid, protest- 
ing is part of the fabric of the North Coast. 

“That said, there is a clear line and it starts 
and stops with destruction of school property, 
vandalism, and antisemitic hate speech. 

“Last night, law en- 
forcement moved to secure 
buildings and disperse in- 
dividuals who remained on campus. No injuries 
were reported and the situation ended peaceful- 
ly. With damage to the school estimated to be 
over $1 million, law enforcement will remain on 
campus in the coming days to ensure our cam- 
pus community remains safe for all. 

“Let’s be clear — it's going to take time to heal. 
Trust is earned, and it is going to take all sides 
coming together to have the difficult conversa- 
tions needed to move forward. Cal Poly Humboldt must be a campus 
where all faiths and students of all backgrounds feel safe, respected, 
and included. This has not been the case for Humboldt's Jewish stu- 
dents and others over the past week. 

“As protests continue in other parts of the state and nation, it’s 
important to remember that reasonable ideas don't have to be in 
conflict — we can call for hostages to be immediately released and 
mourn every single one of the thousands of innocent lives lost; we 
can condemn violent actions and call for peace in the region. We’re 
stronger as a community when we learn from our differences and 
where we've been, and move forward together.”

We had occasion to attend two Arcata 
High functions lately, precipitating these ob- 
servations. 

The first was the annual Sports Banquet. 
We've bought entry tickets ($50 each), and 
showed up to the Community Center early 
enough to inspect the many auction items do- 
nated by the good merchants of our town. As 
committed tightwads with too many posses- 
sions, we didn’t bid, though admiration was 
expressed for the barbecue. 

By the time dinner was scheduled, not 
enough heads had joined the crowded room, 
so dinner was delayed a half hour, giving me 
time to concentrate on my blood sugar, look 
around the room, and read the flyers offering 
other ways to contribute. 

Did I care to buy the table decorations? 
Had they been hand-made by students, I 
might have. But they weren’t. At the Bowl Of 
Beans event I always buy a student-made ce- 
ramic bowl. There was a card soliciting us to 
join an Alumni Association to support, I as- 
sume, high school athletics, though the lan- 
guage wasn’t specific. 

Unless the half-dozen young people work- 
ing the food line were students, it would be 
hard to see a contribution made by young 
people to this night. Rather it seemed a huge 
effort put on by adults in support of compet- 
itive athletic programs in which some un- 
known percentage of Arcata’s young people 
will participate. 

It would be interesting to learn how the 
bottom line works out, how much brought in, 
against the amount paid out plus the value of 
volunteer hours contributed by athletic sup- 
porters. This was an expensive night expect- 
ing to bring in big dollars. 

The second event was on a Saturday af- 
ternoon, when we attended the only mati- 
nee performance ($12.50 each senior ticket) 
of Alice By Heart in the high school’s the- 
ater with the support of six business donors 
thanked on the back of the single-fold stu- 
dent-produced program. 

The program uses its space to name the 
participants: two-dozen on-stage performers, 
another three dozen student crew members 
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who designed, constructed and ran all the 
technical aspect of a complicated staging. 
Lights designed, hung, focused and practiced 
to perfection, and sound, with sound effects 
but also a microphone on each actor. 

The coordination and cooperative plan- 
ning it took to pull that off was awesome. 
There were teenagers we never saw who 
sewed costumes, applied make-up or worked 
deftly shifting scenery and helping back stage. 
Half a dozen more teenagers were in the fab- 
ulous pit band, tucked away on stage left. 

I doubt there were three dozen people in 
the audience, a third of them teenagers to 
cheer on their classmates. I did not notice 
anyone from the sports banquet. Perhaps 
those folks went to see Alice By Heart at one 
of the three evening performances. 

This show was a feast. Melanie Zapper saw 
the talent she had to work with, and chal- 
lenged them into strenuous, moving and me- 
lodious performances. As one proud dad was 
heard to say as we were leaving, “Sure was a 
lot of talent on that stage.” There was indeed. 

I know from experience the demands of 
competitive sports for teenagers and their 
families, and even recognize the values which 
can be imparted to individuals participating 
in sport. As a coach’s daughter and sister to 
two brothers, I learned sports programs from 
the inside, season-in, season-out. 

I don’t disparage sports or sports pro- 
grams per se, but these two events demon- 
strate for me the simple fact that our empha- 
sis on sports focuses on too few skills, leaves 
out too many teens, and requires too many 
adults to sustain it. 

How many men are hired as teachers be- 
cause they can coach a sport? And let’s re- 
mind ourselves sport doesn’t produce better 
citizens or community members than do the 
underappreciated, under-funded arts or aca- 
demic programs. 

What sports and the theater do have in 
common, especially in the academic setting, 
is the purposeful assemblage of a group of di- 
verse and disparate young people willing to 
show up, to work hard together to accomplish 
one specific goal: win the game, the confer- 
ence title, the state championship or prepare 
and present plays and concerts, give speeches 
in county-wide competitions, develop both 


sides of arguments for debate, present art 
events or fashion shows. 

I’d love to attend an event showcasing the 
work done by students in shop classes or dis- 
plays and explanations of science projects. 
Would our town support such life-sustaining 
student accomplishments? 

It is my sincere hope that when a new prin- 
cipal is selected for Arcata High, the default 
selection of an ex-coach isn’t the only option, 
but the board will find a seasoned educator 
willing to work to develop the skills and char- 
acter of all students, even those without ath- 
letic ambitions.

Incineration insanity 


As an Earth Day exercise, I’m making an 
effort to educate people about biomass elec- 
tricity. Many of us have the impression that 
burning wood is a green method of making 
electricity. Few people realize that burning 
wood emits more CO2 and air pollution 


than coal. 

Despite these problems, many sawmills 
burn their waste and use the heat to dry lum- 
ber and generate electricity. This technology 
was once considered cutting edge, but the 
climate consequences of the high CO2 emis- 
sions and the bad air quality can no longer be 
ignored. This certainly holds true for the bio- 
mass plant in Scotia, operated by Humboldt 
Sawmill Company. Built in the late 1980s, 
this plant has racked up hundreds of Clean 
Air Act violations in the last few years. 

It’s no surprise that a private corporation 
prefers business as usual, but it is surprising 
that Redwood Coast Energy Authority has 
a contract for Scotia’s dirty electricity until 
2031 despite its pledge to supply Humboldt 
with a hundred percent clean and renewable 
energy by 2025. 

Disappointing as missing the 2025 dead- 
line is, the greater problem, in my opinion, is 
that RCEA’s approval of biomass electricity 
aids the false idea that burning wood is an 
improvement over fossil fuels. As a result of 
this perception and government subsidies, 
the biomass industry is growing. 

Colossal power plants import wood from 
all over the world, including whole trees that 
were sequestering carbon until they were 
cut down to feed the boilers. This is a cli- 
mate travesty. More than 650 scientists have 
signed a letter pleading with world leaders to 
stop this practice. 

Two giant wood pellet plants planned for 
Tuolumne and Lassen counties would gen- 
erate a million tons of wood pellets per year 
to be shipped to power plants overseas. The 
agency behind this plan, Golden State Natu- 
ral Resources, claims that its feedstock will be 
wood waste from fuel reduction projects, but 
the plan has no guardrails to prevent oppor- 
tunistic logging. Humboldt county supervisor 
Rex Bohn, a former RCEA board member, 
lends his support on the GSNR board. 

What to do with genuine wood waste can 
be a challenge, but incineration must be a last 
resort. Alternatives are available. Composting 
turns wood into a valuable soil amendment. 
Pyrolysis produces both a gas and biochar, 
another soil amendment. Laminated wood 
products sequester carbon. Any of these 
could be a good fit for a sawmill or for any 
facility that processes genuine wood waste.

Jewish leaders address misleading claims about and by Cal Poly Humboldt 


3 May 2024 
Dear Senator Mike McGuire and 
Assemblymember Jim Wood, 

As leaders in the Jewish com- 
munity in Humboldt County, we 
express our disappointment in 
your recent press release in which 
you referenced “antisemitic hate 
speech” in connection to the pro- 
tests at Cal Poly Humboldt. Yes, 
there have been instances of an- 
tisemitism. Yes, there is important 
work to be done. But we do not 
find the protests themselves to be 
antisemitic and we reject it as jus- 
tification for the police force used 
against the protesters. This inap- 
propriate justification is all the 
more problematic because it was 
done without any consultation with 
Jewish community leaders. 

Our Jewish community is diverse 
with wide-ranging views. We share 
the distress felt by so many Cal Poly 
Humboldt students, faculty and 
staff over the ongoing violence and 
tragic loss of life in the Middle East. 
We have varying opinions about 
the protests, slogans and many re- 
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lated matters, nor do we share one 
definition of antisemitism. The 
Temple Beth El Antisemitism Task 
Force holds that the charge must be 
brought with discretion, carefully 
taking into account numerous fac- 
tors in any situation. 

While some of us have witnessed 
and are concerned about statements 
and acts by individuals that we expe- 
rience as anti-Jewish, we push back 
against the charge that antisemitism 
was endemic to the protests at Cal 
Poly Humboldt or that expressions 
of it were an appropriate justifica- 
tion for police action. 

Senator and Assemblymember, 
you stated concern for the difficult 
experience of “Humboldt’s Jew- 
ish students and others over the 
past week.” Yes, the past week has 
been traumatic, for the entire cam- 
pus community and community at 
large. But the problems with an- 
tisemitism at Cal Poly Humboldt 
are not confined to one tumultuous 


week. Let us explain: 

In past decades very few antise- 
mitic incidents on campus came to 
our attention and some longtime 
Jewish faculty report encountering 
no antisemitism at Humboldt State 
University (now Cal Poly Hum- 
boldt). Jewish faculty and staff have 
received honors, and rabbis teach- 
ing or volunteering on campus have 
been treated with respect. Similarly, 
for decades there was very little an- 
tisemitic activity in the community 
at large. But things have changed in 
recent years. Even before the Octo- 
ber 7 massacre, some Jewish stu- 
dents reported feeling marginalized 
by classmates and instructors. 

Since October 7 there has been 
a surge in antisemitic crimes and 
incidents off campus and one hate 
crime on campus right after the 
massacre before protests began. 
The charged atmosphere of the 
protests this winter and spring has 
left some Jewish students, faculty 
and staff feeling intimidated and 
afraid to openly identify with their 
religion or celebrate their heritage. 


One student was viciously harassed 
and has received little help. 

In early February, Jewish com- 
munity leaders contacted Univer- 
sity administration requesting a 
meeting on urgent problems and 
solutions. It took three months to 
get a one-hour meeting. During that 
time the situation deteriorated and 
the University failed to engage with 
us in any meaningful way. We were 
surprised to read a recent press re- 
lease in which the University stat- 
ed they “have been in touch with 
Jewish community leaders.” This is 
inaccurate. Now it appears that our 
well-intentioned elected officials 
have been misled by the University. 

The protests loudly demonstrat- 
ed a lack of cultural sensitivity and 
indifference to alienation of Jewish 
students with opposing views. The 
University ignored offers of help 
from Jewish leaders and failed to 
provide students, faculty and staff 
with resources to address antisem- 
itism and support Jewish life on 
campus. This must change. At a 
long-awaited meeting on May 2 


with the Dean of Students, it was 
agreed that vigorous, long term 
effort is needed to educate the Cal 
Poly Humboldt community about 
and respond to antisemitism. 
Crimes and discrimination must 
be taken seriously and spurious 
charges of antisemitism must be 
scrupulously avoided. 

We appreciate your service to the 
community and want to make sure 
you understand the risks of poten- 
tial harm and escalation that come 
from a politicized use of the term 
antisemitism. We would like to work 
with you directly to address these 
complex problems and the nuances 
required for future communications.
